An English Libel Sait.

An action for libel, brought by Captain
Orooke, a cavalry officer, and riding-master at
the Sandhurst Military College, against Colo-
nel Peel, rormurly in the 11th Hussars, was
tried.in the English Conrt of Common Pleas
recently. In 1845 the plaintift became surety
for Captain Peel, the defendant's brother;
and in 1858 the defendant gave the plaintiff a
charge upon £16,044, in which Colonel Pecl
had a reversionary interest upon the death of
bis mother. This lady died in November,
1867. Upon this event acorrespondence took
place between the plaintiff and defendant,
and the matter having been brought befora
the Horse Guards, the defendant was ordered
to withdraw some expressions which he had
nsed. Accordingly he wrote to Lord Willinm
Paulet, the Adjutant-General, withdrawing
the expressions, but in the letter he made a
gtatement to the effect that Oaptain Brooke
had taken a charge from him for £1000 in re-
spect of two bonds, knowing that the bonds
were not in his possession, but had been
mortgaged by him. This stutement was the
libel complained of. Evidence was given to
show that the bonds had not been mortgagad,
but the decision turned upon the question
whether the communieation wag privileged.
The counsel for the defense contended that it
was, and Chief Justice Bovill taking the same
view,ordered a nonsuit. His lordship thought
the statement in reference to the mortgage of
the hionds had arisen out of a misapprehen.
sion. The plaintiff had leave reserved to
move the full Conrt npon the qtmﬂtmn of law.
